..The medical administrator arranged a meeting between him,' Ms new chief of psychiatry 
and me for Tuesday. It was no more than an occasion for his repetition of wlsat he'd 
already said and a means of pretending he had an open mind, and ear. It is no great disap- 
pointment because I'd expected no more. I didn't even get mad when he volunteered what he 
pretended is a "solution" to the problem of this low-grade sorcery pretended to be p; 
medicine, that he would add to the records my belief that the "diagnosis" was wrong. 

If it would take any tiling to persuade a strange doctor that the records are correct, 
that would do it. I correctly anticipated that he would follow this with a self-serving
